tho papers. He faid, that if they had been Laid upon the table time 
enough to have been fuffictently perufed by Gentlemén, it w ould have 
been totally urinéceflary for him to make any remarks upon their’con-' 
tents; for the mifmanagetent- of our marine appeared ‘fo glaringly 
from the evidence of thofe papers, that they tequired no clucidation. 
But care had been taken that they thould not come betore the Houle 
in fuch time, that the Members could have completely digefted them 
before it was héceflary to gréutid” any refolution on them; and they 
were produted itt fuch order, ‘or father diforder and confafion, that it 
was almoft impoffible, wftér a eutfory reading by'the elérks,-to com- 
bine the different parts that related to each other. It. Was on this ac-
